Abstract: List of the genus group names of Noctuidae of Algeria C Lepidoptera ). Cesa News 115: 1-20. 
In this paper, totally 280 valid genus group names of Noctuidae of Algeria are listed alphabetically. 
Synonymous names and original references are also added. 
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Within the frame of the private Project Entomofauna of Old World, the authors published 
the Lepidoptera of Algeria. For this purpose 1036 genus-, 2155 species - group taxa of 59 families 
are listed (Kogak & Kemal, 2015a). In the present paper, the genus group names of the Algerian 
Noctuidae (s.l.) are reviewed here and listed 280 valid names, in alphabetical order. Synonymous 
names are arranged alphabetically. Original references are attacted to all valid taxa. 

The Noctuidae fauna of Algeria is relatively less known than Turkey. Hitherto known 
species number of the Noctuidae of Turkey is 1244. They belong to 457 genus group taxa (Kogak & 
Kemal, 2015b). In Algeria, totally 520 species of Noctuidae are known. The similarity rate between 
Algerian and Turkish Noctuidae genera appears as 62.14% (Dice similarity index).
